Britain maintains that this fig- 
ure represents an exaggeration 
of British chances of cutting its 
dollar shortage by dollar income 
from overseas territories, exports 
and such items as tourist spend- 
ing and insurance. 

Although the OEEC has set the 
amount to be divided up as $3,621,- 
000,000 which it expects to get from 
the United States, the foreign aid 
bill providing the funds is being 
held up by a desdlock of House- 
Senate conferees over the amount 
to be appropriated. 


Shinwell Scolds U. S. and Other 


Critics of Britain. 

LONDON, Aug. 20, (AP)—War 
Minister Emanuel Shinwell urged 
today that American and other 
critics drop “the sneering refer- 
ences” to financially pinched Brit- 
ain. | 

“The suggestion that Britain is 
played out is sheer nonsense,” he 
said, adding it is time “due recog- 
nition was given to the part played 
by this country in world affairs.” 

“Some of our overseas critics 
forget that Britain was and still 
remains their principal market,” 
Shinwell said in a speech at As- 
patria. “We purchased far more 
from them than ever they did 
from us. No doubt we did so be- 
cause it suited our economy, but it 
was a great advantage to them. 

“Now, when we have almost ex- 
hausted ourselves in six years of 
war and find ourselves in a grave 
economic position, our magnificent 
efforts in the past are overlooked. 

“The game of twisting the lion’s 
tail is a risky one and it may re- 
coil on those who indulge in this 
pastime. It is bad enough when 
overseas critics attack us, but it 
is nothing short of treachery when’ 
critics at home, from political mo- 
tives, seek to disparage this coun- 
try.”

End of Dispute in Wiscon- 
sin Over Treatment of 
Migratory Workers Ap- 
pears Near. 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 20 (AP) 
A row started by 40 striking 
Negro migratory employes over 
working conditions at a Mazom- 
anie farm appeared near an end 
today. . 

Carl Runge, assistant United 
States attorney, said an investi- 
gation conducted by his office 
and the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation showed “no indication 
that federal charges of violations 
of civil rights or peonage were 
forthcoming.” 

The workers, officers of the 
Mazo Food Products Co., and 
Chairman Voyta Wrabetz of the 
Industrial Commission drew up a 
tentative agreement last night and 
were to confer again this after- 
noon. 

Complained About Conditions, 

Earlier this week the employes, 
most of them from Georgia and 
the Carolinas, complained that liv- 
ing conditions were unsatisfactory 
at the firm’s farm. They asserted 
they were underfed, sanitation 
was poor and excessive charges 
were made for board. They said 
the few dollars cash they received 
each week practically forced them 
to stay on the farm. 

“Based on verbal representa- 
tions made by five workers and 
M. Michael Essin, we started a 
preliminary investigation,” Runge 
said. 

“At the moment there appears 
no ground for federal charges. 
There is nothing new to indicate 
that some will be forthcoming.” 

The strikers accused the com- 
pany of not making good on prom- 
ises it made when it hired them 
down South. They said that their 
pay averages between $10 and $20 
a week and $9.80 of this is de- 
ducted for board and another $5 
or $10 for advances on clothes. 
They charged the company prom- 
ised free transportation but de- 
ducted $18 for it.

Another Fire Sweeps 4 of 
5 Floors of Downtown 


Store—Hundreds Gath-

Put at $90,000. 


Six persons were injured when 
forced to jump from second-floor 
windows of a building at 815-17 
North Leonard avenue this morn- 
ing after their escape was cut off 
by a fire, and a spectacular blaze 
last night swept through a down- 
town furniture ‘company’s struc- 
ture, resulting in damage esti- 
mated at $90,000. 

Those injured jumping from 
windows of the building on North 
Leonard, all of them Negroes, 
were: Mrs. Rosie Hall, who suf- 
fered a possible fractured pelvis; 
Mrs. Halls daughter, Miss Earline 


Hall, compound fractures of both | 


ankles; Eddie Hall, a son of 
Mrs. Hall, sprained angle: Mrs. 
Eddie Hall, compound fracture of 
the right leg; their daughter, Cary, 
possible internal injuries; Bea- 
trice Howell, 12 years old, frac- 
ture of the right leg. 

All were taken to Homer G. 
Phillips Hospital. All but Hall and 
his daughter suffered minor burns. 


Firemen Hurt. 

Two firemen were injured fight- 
ing the North Leonard avenue 
fire, which apparently started in 
a confectionery on the first floor 
and mushroomed upwards, cutting 
off escape of tenants on the sec- 
ond floor by the stairways. 

The firemen injured were Capt. 
Ernest Harris and private Lonnell 
Ware, both Negroes, of Engine Co. 
28. They were cut on the hands 
by flying glass. 

Police and firemen at first 
feared there might have been 
some tenants of the building 
trapped in the fire. There were 
30 tenants reported living in 
small apartments and rooms 
there. However, by 9:30 a.m., two 
and a half hours after the blaze 
was discovered, all tenants were 
reported accounted for. 


Damage Put at $40,000. 

The fire, of undetermined origin, 
virtually destroyed the building. 
Damage was estimated by Acting 
Fire Chief Hugh Lyon at $40,000. 

Last night’s fire swept through 
the upper four floors of a five- 
story building at 1114 Olive street, 
occupied by the Champ Mitchell 
Clothing & Furniture Co. 
burned fiercely for more than two 
hours before firemen brought it 
under control and attracted hun- 
dreds of spectators. Two firemen 
were injured fighting the blaze. 

Oliver Simon, 39-year-old fire- 
man of 3522 Wisconsin avenue, 
suffered a serious cut on the left 
shoulder when he was struck by 
a jagged piece of glass which fell 
from a second floor window of 
the building. He was taken to 
City Hospital. 

Louis J. McKenna, 37 years old, 
2714A. Henrietta avenue, was cut 
on the index finger of the right 
hand by flying glass while fight- 
ing the fire. He was treated at 
the hospital and released. 


Alarm Turned In at 9:30 P.M. 

The blaze was discovered short- 
ly after 9:30 p.m., apparently by 
a passerby who turned in the 
alarm. Within 50 minutes, fire- 
men turned in three additional 
alarms. A total of 23 pieces of 
fire-fighting equipment responded 
to fight the fire under direction 
of Acténg Chief Lyon, Deputy 
Chief Robert Finnegan and four 
battalion chiefs. 

All available police officers of 
Central District were dispatched 
to the scene to handle traffic and 
keep back the crowd of spectators. 

Eastbound Olive and Forest 
Park streetcars were looped at 
Twelfth boulevard until about 2 
a.m, and northbound Southhamp- 
ton streetcars were turned at 
Twelfth and Clark avenue for a 
time. 


Flames Go Up Shaft. 


The blaze apparently started on 
the second floor of the building, 
Acting Chief Lyon reported, and 
swept up an elevator shaft at the 
front of the building to the upper 
floors. 

Huge clouds of smoke were bil- 
lowing from the upper-floor win- 
dows when firemen arrived and 
flames shot high into the air when 
sections of the roof caved in. Fire- 
men utilized fire escapes and the 
roofs of adjoining buildings as 
vantage points from which to di- 
rect high-pressure streams of wa- 
ter into the burning building. The 
blaze was brought under control 
about midnight, but was not ex- 
tinguished until 4 a.m. 

Mayor Mitchell, 28 Lake Forest 
drive, Richmond Heights, assist- 
ant manager of the clothing and 
furniture store, told police he had 
turned off all lights in the build- 
ing and secured the premises 
about 9 p.m. 

Police reported that operators 
of businesses in buildings adjoin- 
ing the burned structure—Clark 
Peeper Co., office equipment firm, 
1112 Olive, and Cooper’s Furniture 
Co., 1116 Olive—estimated water 
damage to stock stored in the 
basements of their respective 
stores at $1000 each. 

Acting Chief Lyon estimated 
damage at $60,000 for the building 
and $30,000 to the contents.

Plans for expansion of existing 
service car lines and re-establish- 
ment of lines which went out of 
existence during the war was an- 
nounced today by the United Serv- 
ice Car Co. which holds municipal 
permits for the operation of auto- 
motive passenger vehicles. 

Dewey Godfrey, general counsel 
for the company, said the firm 
had placed an order for 100 spe- 
cially built machines each of 
which will carry eight passengers 
in addition to the drivers. He 
said the firm expects to obtain de- 
livery of the first of them in 
about three weeks, 

The three lines on which aug- 
mented service will be provided 
first are the Delmar, Lindell and 
Page routes, Godfrey said. Later 
the company will revive nine other 
routes which it previously op- 
erated in the city. 

The company, before the war, 
operated as many as 437 service 
cars on its 12 routes. Wartime 
probléms of obtaining gasoline, 
tires, repair parts and drivers 
brought a sharp reduction in the 
operation. At present only 22 cars 
are operated on the Delmar and 
South Broadway lines. 

No fare schedule has as yet 
been drawn up, Godfrey said. The 
city ordinance provides for a max- 
imum of 25 cents. Before the war, 
the company charged the maxi- 
mum fare during peak hours, 15 
cents during off-peak hours, and 
10 cents between Grand boulevard 
and the city limits. 


Godfrey said the company was 


studying the possibility of estab- 


lishing similar fares, or some sort 
of zone fare system. 


The company has decided to re- 
sume the operation of service cars 
on a larger scale, Godfrey said, 
because of the increased demand 
for such service since the series 
of rate increases had been 
granted to the St. Louis Public 
Service Co., operators of the street 
car and bus systems in the city. 

Since the passes were abolished, 
the company’s office has been 
deluged with telephone calls ask- 
ing that the service car lines be 
re-established or augmented, he 
said.

Gov. Smith’s three appointments to the State 


Board of Training Schools will remind Missouri- 


ans that the record of the board so far is im- 
pressive. Personnel changes should not affect 
such accomplishments. | 

Seventeen months ago, when the second Don- 
nelly board took office under the chairmanship 
of Alfred Fleishman, the non-partisan group 
faced wretched conditions at the Boonville 
Training School for Boys. Ousters and resigna- 
tions made the whole administrative situation 
chaotic. 
Since then, the.school’s sanitary, housing, rec- 
reational and schooling facilities all have been 
vastly improved. Incorrigibles were transferred 


‘to reformatories, and a new indeterminate sen- 


tence law was passed to put a premium on good 


conduct. Above all, under Superintendent Bert 


Fenenga, the boys were treated not as criminals 
but as young persons in need of re-direction and 
good will. 

Last month Mr. Fenenga resigned. Earlier, 
Gov. Smith appointed John J. Griffin, St. Louis 
banker, to succeed Fleishman. The Governor 
has just named Arthur Bond of Mexico to the 
board, and he reappointed J. S. Williamson of 
Columbia. Other members are former State 
Senator Francis Smith of St. Joseph, the chair- 
man, Oren J. Lamb of Macon and John J. Gillis 
of Kansas City. 

These are the citizens on whom Missouri 
counts for continued reforms in its juvenile 
training system, and who are charged with ob- 
taining intelligent administration of the three 
schools. 

The task will be difficult unless the board 
gives more consideration to the next Boonville 
superintendent than it gave Mr. Fenenga. He 
quit largely because he was not given the exam- 
ination which would have assured his tenure 
under the merit system. „ 

A further obstacle is the inordinately low sal- 
ary scale of state training school employes. 
Many of the salaries are under $1000 and very 
few are above $3000. Such income is no attrac- 
tion to the experts in rehabilitation who are 
needed in Missouri, and the board will have to 
seek increases from the Legislature. 

Ten years may be required, the board con- 
cedes, to turn the boys’ school at Boonville into 
the model institution it should be. And there is 
nothing that has been accomplished so far which 
could not be ruined by neglect or political 
interference. 

Under its new complexion, the Board of Train- 
ing Schools still has to make a sucess of Mis- 
souri’s juvenile training system. 
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Housing We'll Pay for Anyway 

Being assured that St. Louis has a top prior- 
ity” under the new public housing program, city 
officials have gone to Washington with an 890- 
family project that seems well planned. This is 
fine, but it is only a drop in the bucket of low- 
rent apartments that St. Louis needs and should 
be able to get. 

St. Louis should qualify for at least 16,000 of 
the 810,000 family-units authorized across the 
nation. So far, however, St. Louis has a definite 
plan for only the 890, or little over one- 
twentieth of 16,000. Meanwhile, Norfolk, Va., a 
much smaller city, already has the go-ahead 
from federal officials for 3000 units. 

Is St. Louis going to be too little and too late? 
It displayed those weaknesses in the smaller 
prewar experiment with public housing, winding 
up with only the 1315 apartments in Clinton- 
Peabody Terrace and Carr Square Village, or 
about one-fourth of its proper share. And be- 
cause the city was too timid in its goal then, 
federal taxpayers in St. Louis face years of put- 
ting more into the national housing fund than 
St. Louis takes out in federal aid. 

That’s spilled milk now, but this deplorable 
business of helping other cities out of the slums 
while this city stays in will be repeated on a 
magnified scale if St. Louis again asks too little 
and too late. The City Hall and St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority should mature plans for some 
really large-scale construction in St. Louis, and 


do it fast. 
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Mr. Moulder to Mr. Wood 


In surveying the work of its members of the 
Eighty-first Congress, Missouri ought to notice 
the good ceed of Representative Morgan G. 
Moulder of Camdenton. This freshman member 
of the House Un-American Activities Committee 
helped instruct the senior member that the 
much-publicized textbook inquiry belonged on 
the deferred shelf. 

Mr. Moulder’s alma mater,.the University of 
Missouri, was on the list of 70 colleges and 
many school boards which were requested to 
furnish lists of their textbooks. Chairman Wood 
apparently was determined to search the books 
for subversive ideas. Congressman Moulder re- 
garded this as futile, and noted that five of 
the nine committeemen hadn’t even been con- 
sulted about the investigation.

Maybe 
the present outlook justifies this generosity, 
but the new plan seems more hazardous than the 
one of 1944. It raises the proposed capitaliza- 
tion by $52,000,000. It adds $4,000,000 to the 
total of annual obligations that must be paid be- 
fore dividends on the common stock can be paid. 
And it steps up the fixed annual interest costs 
$1,500,000, or 20 per cent. 

This means that the Mo.Pac. could weather 
worse economic weather under the 1944 plan than 
under that of 1949. A topheavy capital struc- 
ture put the railroad in bankruptcy 17 years ago 
during the depression, and extreme care is 
needed today not only to bring it out but to 
eliminate any chance of its getting in such trou- 
ble again. 
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A Comedian's Last Laugh 


With an unnoticed bow to Fred Allen, the 
Federal Communications Commission has de- 
cided to apply the anti-lottery laws to radio 
give-away programs. It was the comedian who 
first put the broadcasters on the defensive by 
offering to give away such things as 4000 pounds 
of dental floss and the gangplank of the Queen 
Mary. 

If Allen’s imaginary prizes seem far-fetched, 
then various give-away programs have offered 
bicycles for every member of the family, an 
elephant and an island in Minnesota. Recently 
the idea spread to Japan where “Fountain of 
Knowledge” offers 300 yen, or 60 cents. Radio’s 
trade press proudly reported this extension of 
western civilization. 

On political grounds, the FCC can hardly ex- 
pect much opposition. Critics have charged that 
give-aways threaten the American tradition 
which holds that nothing is gained except by the 
sweat of the brow in private enterprise. Some 
even contend that give-aways reflect a civic con- 
dition of dangerous generosity, and it is true 
that one program offered a deep freezer. 

Esthetically, the give-aways illustrate the 
theory that if you can’t win an audience with 
superior entertainment, then buy it. They are 
the product of empty minds and feeble initiative, 
and may be one good reason why radio men are 
worried about a drop in audience since the war. 


But the legal arguments against the FCC’s 
ruling are fascinating, and much more entertain- 
ing than their subject. The radio industry op- 
poses the commission’s order on the ground that 
no executive agency has authority to make rules 
interpreting court decisions. Since government 
has to abide by court decisions, it might be hard 
to find an agency that isn’t compelled to inter- 
pret them. 

The only remaining question is whether give- 
aways are lotteries, and this seems to hinge on 
whether listeners themselves give “any thing of 
value” in return for assorted prizes. According 
to the commission minority and the radio indus- 
try itself, the answer is No. All the listener 
gives is his time and attention. 

The radio industry, at least, has made itself 


clear. 
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Cold Comfort to Europe 

It is possible to have a certain sympathy with 
the House’s motives in cutting a 50 per cent 
slash in arms aid to Europe, and still be ap- 
palled by the act. 

Sympathy is in order because the Administra- 
tion has sometimes used scare-tactics to carry 
foreign aid bills, Some Congressmen agree with 
Walter Lippmann that no possible amount of 
military aid would be enough, and that the real 
contribution of this country is to make Russia 
understand that any act of aggression in Europe 
would bring our matchless industrial power to 
the defense. Some Congressmen were simply 
worried about the cost, which is considerable. 


Nevertheless, the House has done a costly 
thing, because it has voted to draw this country 
back from its full sponsorship: of the common 
democratic defense. Western Europeans want 
more than liberation after the invader has en- 
slaved them; they want to stop any invader, and 
need American help to do it. The House has 
vacillated in the grand strategy of American 
policy, and the Communists will exploit the 
vacillation to the full. 

It will be easy to exploit. The United States 
promoted the Atlantic Pact; yet took a long time 
to ratify it, and some foolish voices were heard 
in the debate. Now that it comes to backing the 
pact with arms, the House calls for a cut-rate 
bargain. 

It is true that the House made the cut by re- 
ducing the program from two years to one, and 
there was talk of reconsidering a year hence. 
This is cold comfort, however, to people who 
want to depend on American co-operation in 
more than one-year doses. After all, the Atlan 
tie Pact itself 20 years. If this country 
must re-approve its whole strategy in world af - 
fairs every year, it simply cannot hope to play 
the decisive role. Soviet Russia has never wa- 


vered so.

From the New. York Times. 

Freedom to criticize the conduct of pub- 
lic affairs is surely one of the most impor- 
tant functions of the press. It is so much 
a part of the democratic tradition and so 
deeply ingrained in American law and cus- 
tom that sometimes newspapers and news- 
paper men lose sight of the corollary of 
that freedom: a sense of responsibility to 
the public. The Amédfican Society of News- 
paper Editors has done a service to both 
press and public in reminding them of this 
responsibility. 

The A.S.N.E.’s comments Were occasioned 
by the recent revelation that a number of 
active Illinois newspaper men had been 
on the state payroll, in some cases holding 
jobs “that were either outright sinecures” 
or that entailed primarily political duties. 
After the expose had been made by the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch and the Chicago Daily 
News, the president of the A.S.N.E. took 
the unprecedented step of appointing a 
committee to inquire into the situation. 


In releasing the findings of this com- 
mittee the board of directors of the A.S.N.E. 
condemned the practice—which is not con- 
fined to Illinois—“of rewarding some news- 
paper publishers and their employes... 
by jobs on the state payroll involving lit- 
tle or no service to the public.” It no less 
emphatically condemned “the acceptance of 
such funds by newspaper men as unethical 
and as contrary to the public responsibili- 
ties and functions of the press.” 


More Than a Code Is Needed 


Relatively few newspaper men were in- 
volved, most were on small and unimpor- 
tant papers, and some were not even in a 
position to influence editorial policy, How- 
ever, as the A. S. N. E. says, newspapers must 
be “auditors of government” and anything 
that “compromises . their freedom to 
evaluate and to criticize . . . threatens not 


only the press but the system of free gov- 


ernment under which we live.” 

At the same time, a line can be drawn 
between legitimate and illegitimate gov- 
ernmental activity by newspaper men. Even 
in the Illinois case, some persons involved 
held positions, known to the public, to 
which no exception could be taken. 

At any rate, it is a very healthy thing 
that the dubious practice of a relatively 
few newspaper men was exposed by news- 
paper men and subsequently condemned 
by a body of newspaper men. 

Furthermore, failure of the press associa- 
tions to carry the story as soon as it ap- 
peared, which was found by the A.S.N.E. to 
be due to “faulty news judgment,” evoked 


the comment: “Newspapers and wire serv- 


ices should be as quick to report publie 
criticism of the press as to report criticism 
of any other elemient of our society.” 
Establishment of a code of ethics is not 
enough; it is of equal importance that the 


code be observed. We trust it will now be 
observed. . |

The Red and the White 


GREEN BOUNDARY, by Boris liyin. (Houghton Mifflin

All his life Paul Radanov had been ex- 
plaining that he was a White Russian— 
White, that is, in the political sense, op- 
posed te Red, against the Revolution, 
against Bolshevism. His parents had 
brought him to the United States when he 
was four. Now, the war ended, he was 
Maj. Radanov, of the American occupa- 
tion forces, jolting across the American 
zone in Germany in a jeep to meet Soviet 
officers who were driving from Berlin to 
a conference on radio frequencies. With 
Radanov was a young American lieutenant, 
a radio expert, all agog at, the “splendid ex- 
perience” of meeting with Russians. Rada- 
nov himself had looked forward to the oc- 
casion, but as it neared he became uncom- 
fortable, somehow ashamed, at the thought 
he would have to talk and eat with people 

: whose ideas he had 
been taught to identi- 
fy with everything 
evil. : 

When the Russian 
delegation joined 
them at the half- 
bombed hotel in 
Meinburg, it includ- 
ed, surprisingly a 
young woman, a lieu- 
tenant, sent along as 
an interpreter. 

Against the back- 
ground of the half- 
destroyed town and, 
later, of American 
headquarters in 
Frankfurt, Mr. Ilyin tells, simply, the love 
story of Paul and the girl, Darya Lubinova. 
She had come of a good Moscow family, 
had been a Comsomol, a Young Commu- 
nist, then a full-fledged member of the 
party, her family notwithstanding. This 
Paul learned from one of the waiters at 
Meinburg, once an engineer and a sweet- 
heart of Darya in Moscow, now a “dis- 
placed person” who called himself a Pole, 
knowing that Soviet agents would kill him 
if they could find and identify him. Darya’s 
determined idealism, her will to believe in 
her country and her pride in its objectives 
were no less formidable than Paul’s rejec- 
tion of all the Soviet’s stood for. 

“Green Boundary” is, foremost, a story of 
individuals, told movingly and with a re- 
straint that makes it the more convincing. 
Through Paul, Darya and the other Rus- 
sians and Americans who come into it, it 
becomes also an exciting and illuminating 
picture of likenesses and differences be- 
tween and among Russians and Americans. 

Adyenture and suspense enter the story 
when the Soviets, backed by the Yalta 
agreements, begin their manhunt for their 
nationals in the American zone and when 
Darya herself, having been too friendly with 
an outsider, is counted among the hunted. 
The distinction of the book, however, does 
not lie in the mere account of espionage, 
pursuit and escape like that of which we 
have heard personally or read in newspa- 
pers and official reports. The quality of 
Mr, Ilyin’s characterization and the quiet- 
ness, discrimination and what one might 
call the humanity with which he writes, 
give this novel a haunting reality more 
forceful than most of the first-person ac- 
counts, It is a memorable book, both in 
terms of the individuals it portrays and, 
through them, the ideas for and against 
which t stand; a book that stands on 
its own feet as an adult love story and, 
at the same time, helps to clarify some of 
the general confusion and conflict of our 
times.

Profits, No. 1 Point. 

Asked-if he could suggest any 
other standard than competition, 
White said that after all his com- 
pany was in business to make 
profits—that was point No. 1 to 
be considered. He offered the 
supposition that Republic Steel's 
employes got a wage increase, but 
said that would take purchasing 
power out of the hands~of other 
large groups of the population, 
because they would have to pay 
more for the things that are made 
of steel. 

“Steel goes into virtually every- 


thing we use,” he added, “and if 
we can’t sell our steel then this 


whole thing bogs down. 

“My God, nobody would have 
thought things would have been 
thrown at us like this guy Nathan 
has, You just don’t know what 
will come up.

Unless the Senate and House 
reach soMe agreement on farm 
legislation at this session, a much- 
criticized delayed-action flexible 
price support plan goes into oper- 
ation Jan. 1. 

It carries lower support props 
than either the Anderson -bill or 
a bill already passed by the 
House. The House measure would 
extend for another year high-level 
wartime Government price sup- 
ports at 90 per cent of parity.

DUKE OF ARGYLL 
DIES; HEREDITARY 
CAMPBELL CHIEF 


One of 15 Titles Dated 
From 1445—Scorned 
Modern Laws. 


INVERARAT, Scotland, Aug. 
20 (AP)—- Niall Diarmid Campbell, 
Duke of Argyll and hereditary 


chief of the clan Campbell, died 
at his 200-year-old castle here to- 
day. He was 77 years old. 

His cousin, Capt. Ian Douglas 
Campbell, succeeds to the title. 

The Duke hated modern things. 
He refused to have anything to do 
with the telephone. He declined 
to get in an automobile if he could 
travel by bicycle. 
He held that his power over his 
lands was above modern laws. 
Once he was brought before the 
Dunoon sheriff for assulting the 
town clerk of Inverary. He said 
the clerk was trying to interfere 
with the way he ran his estate. 
He got off with a scolding. 

On another occasion he threat- 


ened to toss two officials of Brit- 


ain’s Office of Works into the 
castle dungeons. He held that 
they, too, were meddling with his 
affairs. 

He could be a good host when 
in the mood, however, Castle ser- 
vants remember a party of Amer- 
ican tourists that somehow got by 
the guard and were discovered by 
the Duke strolling about the 
grounds. 

Instead ‘of going into one of his 
towering rages, the Duke wel- 
comed them with fish and chips 
and then entertained them by sing- 
ing arias from Italian operas. 

Although he used the title of 
duke—the dukedom goes back to 
1701—Campbell had older titles 
among his string of fifteen. That 
of Baron Campbell, for instance, 
was created in 1445.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (AP)— 
The resignation of Herman B. 


Baruch as Ambassador to The 
Netherlands was announced yes- 
terday by the White House. Diplo- 
matic authorities speculated that 
he would be replaced by Selden 
Chapin, 50-year-old former Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Hungary. : 

The White House published let- 
ters exchanged by Baruch and 
President Truman in which the 
President expressed “sincere re- 
gret” at the resignation of the 
77-year-old Ambassador. Prior to 
his assignment to The Nether- 
lands in March 1947, Baruch had 
served for two years as Ambas- 
sador to Portugal. 

He is a brother of Bernard M. 
Baruch, the New York financier 
who for many years served peri- 
odically an an adviser to the late 
President Roosevelt and other 
White House occupants. Bernard 
Baruch has not been closely as- 
sociated with the Truman admin- 
istration and recently criticized 
the Administration sharply for 
what he considered its inadequate 
arrangements to handle industrial 
mobilization in event of an emerg- 
ency. 

Diplomatic informants saw no 
connection between Baruch's 
resignation and the coolness 
which has grown up between Tru- 
man and his brother. These in-

ITU Reaffirms Stand on 


Other Convention Ac- 
tions. 


OAKLAND, Calif., Aug: 20 (AP) 
—The AFL International Typo- 
graphical Union refused yesterday 
to order its officers to sign non- 


Communist affidavits. 

In one of the final actions of the 
ninety-first annual convention, 
delegates defeated a resolution to 
require the ITU leaders to file the 
affidavits within 60 days. This re- 
affirmed the union’s policy as 
voiced at last year’s Milwaukee 
convention. 

The sponsors contended the 
union would benefit if, by signing 
the non-Communist oath, the ITU 
qualified for National Labor Re- 
lations Board elections to deter- 
mine collective bargaining agents. 


Organization Problem. 

Walter A. Moriarity of Los An- 
geles, who introduced the resolu- 
tion, said he had never been able 
to understand why the officers 
had not filed the affidavits. Others 
said that the ITU was unable to 
organize non-union shops at pres- 
ent because it did not come under 
the Labor Relations Act. 

But ITU Vice President Elmer 
Brown of New York contended 
“You would gain nothing but a 
concession to reaction.” 

President Woodruff Randolph 
declared the employer could call 
elections at a time when he knew 
the union did not have a majority. 

“We will organize with or with- 
out Government permission,” he 
said. 

Referring to an opposition fac- 
tion within the union, Randolph 
said, “If it’s to be made a political 
issue that officers are Communists 
or fellow travelers, please tell 
them for me that they lie.” 

He called the union’s present 
anti-Taft Hartley Act policy “very 
sound and safe.” 

Other Convention Actions. 

The convention, ending a six-day 
meeting, also: 

1. Rejected a resolution by three 
San Francisco delegates instruct- 
ing ITU officers to stop using 
official union publications for “un- 
warranted and malicious articles” 
against intra-union opponents. 

2. Voted to submit to a referen- 
dum a proposal fo increase ITU 
officers’ salaries—president and 
secretary-treasurer from $10,000 to 


a committee representing the city 
and the local housing authority. 
This committee consisted of Wil- 
liam Murray, an assistant City 
Counselor; Hiram C. Martin Jr., 
expeditor for the local housing au- 
thority, and George F. Hellmuth 
Jr., architect for the authority.

Bernard’s brother, Marvin, 20, 
died July 1 after he became ill 
May 23. A coroner’s jury ruled 
officially that his death was due 
to arsenic poison. 

In each case, the authorities 
said, the victims suffered from 
sore throats and burning sensa- 
tions in their mouths, usual symp- 
toms of arsenic poisoning.

MANCHESTER, England, Aug. 
20 (AP)—Aviation officials exam- 
ined the wreckage of a British 
European Airways plane today 
seeking the cause of a crash that 
carried 24 persons to a blazing 
death on a lonely moorland ‘Ail 
yesterday. 

Eight survivors of the crash 


were in local hospitals, seriously. 
urt. 

The two-engined Dakota, flying 
a regular run from Belfast, north- 
ern Ireland, to Manchester, 
crashed in heavy mist and rain 
against a 1200-foot hill, 13 miles 
northeast of Manchester. The 
plane was carrying 29 passengers 
and a crew of three. 
Investigating officials said the 
pilot was believed to have been, 
flying blind and had swooped 
down through the overcast to 
check his bearings when he hit 
the hill. 

The plane hit only 50 feet be- 
low the crown of the hill and 
burst-into flames. 

The crash made an orphan of 
2-year-old Michael Prestwich of 
Manchester. His father, mother 
and two sisters, age 10 and 8, 
were killed in the accident. Old- 
ham Hospital said Michael’s con- 
dition was not serious. 

BEA, owner of the plane, said 
22 persons were killed outright 
and two others died later. The 
company said the dead included 
11 women passengers, four chil- 
dren, six men passengers and 
three crewmen. 

First reports said police had 
counted 26 dead and that another 
died later. 


25 BRITISH MINES REPORTED 
CLOSED IN WILDCAT STRIKE 


LONDON, Aug. 20 (AP) -A wild- 
cat strike by mine elevator op- 
erators broke out today in the coal 


pits of Yorkshire. First reports 
said 25 of the 35 mines which have 
been operating on Saturdays were 
closed by the walkout. Union lead- 
ers predicted the stoppage would 
spread tomorrow night, when most 
of the nation’s coal diggers are 
due to resume work after their 
regular weekend rest. 
Meanwhile, officials of the state- 
owned railroads made last minute 
attempts to head off an unofficial 
Sunday-only strike by engineers 
and firemen which threatens to 
hold up 200 trains starting at mid- 
night.

Economical Menus.

OW that poultrymen are get- 
N ting fryers ready for market 

all around the calendar fried 
chicken is no longer a seasonal, 
treat. But to those of us who 
started life on the farm or who 
vacationed on the farm in the 
summer, chicken is at its ripest 
and best stage in August and Se 
tember, Well-fed spring hatched 
chickens weigh about 31-3 to 4 
pounds by this time so they have 
plenty of flavorful meat on their 
bones. When such chicken is in- 
telligently treated in the killing 
and dressing process it even looks 
attractive and most promising in 
the raw stage. 


Fried Chicken. 


Three-and-one-half-pound frying 
chicken, one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, pepper if desired, one- 
half cup flour, twothirds cup 
shortening, one and one-half cups 
milk, three tablespoons flour, one- 
third cup water, seasoning. 


Clean, singe and wash chicken. 
Drain well, cut into serving pieces. 
Place in dish, cover and place in 
refrigerator until frying time. 
(Chicken to be tender should go 
through the rigor mortis or stif- 
fening stage, then soften up be- 


- Juices to escape. 


fore frying.) This means chicken 
should be killed at least 24 hours 
before cooking. Blend salt, pepper 
and flour and put into a clean 
paper bag. Shake chicken in this 
mixture to coat well. Melt short- 


ening in a Dutch oven or deep 
skillet. When fat is bubbling hot, 
lay in chicken, Brown slowly on 
all sides, turning down heat after 
15 minutes Continue cooking oc- 
casionally turning chicken over to 
cook uniformly. Cooking requires 
from 35 to 45 minutes depending 
on thickness of flesh. Use tongs 
to turn chicken over so flesh will 
not be pricked to allow meat 
When chicken is 
done, lift out to shallow pan and 
place in slow oven (225 degrees F.) 
to keep hot. Pour off all fat in 
skillet except about three table- 
spoons. Pour off all fat to fry 
potatoes or your next chicken. 
Add milk to fat and residue in 
skillet. Place over low heat and 
scrape loose any residue adhering 
to skillet. Blend flour and water 
to a very smooth paste and add 
slowly to milk mixture, stirring 
constantly. Boil until of desired 
thickness. Serve in a hot gravy 
boat, (Pour boiling water into 
bowl about five minutes before 


needed, then pour out.) Chicken 
and gravy serves four to five.
